Soaked w ith in s p ir a tio n I would 
aw ake with a cry, and the night nurse 
would come over and hold my hand. 
This aw akening got to be a habit with 
me until that particular nurse was 
transferred t" another ward. 
In three weeks' time, owing to the 
careful treatm ent received, I was able 
to sit up and get my bearings. 
Our 
ward etui!nilled seventy-five patients, 
po per cent of which were surgical 
eases. 
At the head of each lied hung 
a tem perature chart 
aud 
diagnosis
